TO BE A TRUE EDMONTONIAN 


you must have a mosquito war 
story — about a buggy camping 
trip, about an itchy Folk Fest, 
about a buzzing BBQ. To be a true 
Edmontonian you must have 
cultivated a deep-rooted hatred 
of the mosquito. 

As dedicated mosquito-hating 
denizens, we expend a great deal 
of money and effort in the attempt 
to make our homes, offices and 
backyards bug-free zones. And in 
the pursuit of this mosquitoless 
utopia, the City of Edmonton’s 
mosquito-control program playsa 
seminal role. 

Founded in 1974, the mosquito- 
control program is mandated to 
reduce our collective itch. 

“Mosquitoes in Edmonton can 
be an incredible nuisance,” says 
Glyn Williams, head of the city’s 
pest management department. 
“We've had some pretty heinous 
manifestations.” 

Edmonton’s mosquito-control 
program is a multi-pronged attack 
on the segment of the mosquito 
Par ulation that likes to dine on 
human blood. The arsenal consists 
of various forms of pesticides as 
well as an effort to do away with 
mosquito breeding grounds. 

The goal of the mosquito-con- 
trol program, which costs $800,000 
a year, is clear: “We're trying to 
make Edmonton a better place to 
live,” says Williams. And the 
effectiveness of the program is 
undisputed: it’s estimated that it 
successfully eradicates about 90 
per cent of the pesky mosquitoes. 

What is less clear, however, is 
how pesticides are affecting our 
health, 

aan 

The City of Edmonton has a sci- 
entific and focused mosquito-con- 
trol program. Of the 36 species of 
mosquitoes that make Edmonton 
their home, usually only one will 
show an interest in human blood. 
So the program is rigged to elimi- 
nate only the peskiest mosquitoes. 

The best part of Edmonton’s 
program is that most of it happens 
outside of Edmonton. Did you 
know that a mosquito can fly 25 
miles in one night? Most of the lit- 
tle buggers commute in from out-

side city limits, so most of the 
treatments happen away the city. 

The most-used pesticide in 
Edmonton’s program, accounting 
for 95 per cent of pesticide appli- 
cations, is a chlorpyrifos chemical 
called Dursban. 

Dursban is applied ini three 
ways: in granulated form by heli- 
copter, in liquid form sprayed into 
roadside non-residential ditches 
and puddles and, when pest con- 
trol officials receive requests to do 
so, in liquid form sprayed into 
trees and along fences. (Requests 
come from festival organizers; the 
city will comply only if it feels 
there are enough mosquitoes to 
warrant the treatment.) 

The rest of the mosquito-control 
program consists of the applica- 
tion of Bti, a less effective and 
more expensive biological pesti- 
cide, and through landscaping to 
eliminate depressions in the 
ground where puddles form and 
mosquitoes lay their eggs.

Toxics Watch associate director 
Myles Kitagawa fully supports the 
city’s landscaping initiatives, he 
has no major qualms about the 
Bti, but he has some serious reser- 
vations about Dursban. 

“Dursban is regarded as one of 
the most dangerous pesticides,” 
says Kitagawa. “I don’t like it.” 

Dursban is not a nice pesticide 
and Chris Saunders, biological sci- 
ences technician for the city and a 
member of the mosquito control 
brigade, doesn’t try to deny it. 

Dursban works by inhibiting a 
particular enzyme that all crea-. 
tures require — bugs and humans 
alike. It interrupts the signals of 
the nervous system, causing the _ 


muscles of the body to become ~~ 


overstimulated, leading to paraly- _ 
sis and death. The difference, of 
course, between bugsand _~ 
humans, is size. So the amount of 
Dursban needed to kill a bug is 
not supposed to harm : 
There is, however, ample data 
to support the claim that even 
bug-sized dosages of Dursban 
have negative effects on human 
health. The icide has been’ 
linked to asthma, childhood — 
leukemia and pesticide poisonings 














(see “Dursban index” for more). 

Saunders agrees that he'd like to 
see Edmonton’s mosquito pro- 
gram move away from pesticides 
and concentrate on landscaping, a 
permanent way of dealing with 
the problem. But despite people’s 
concerns about Dursban, 
Saunders maintains that

‘So is Edmonton's mosquito- 
control program safe? 
“We do everything to make it as 


safe as possible,” says Saunders. 


“We use a minimum amount of 
pesticide and we trust the infor- 
mation coming down from Health 
Canada.” 

Which brings us to the next 
question: can we rely on Health 
Canada to keep unduly toxic sub- 
stances away from us? The answer 
appearstobeno. , 

According to the Sierra Club of 
Canada, once a chemical is regis- 
tered for use in Canada, it is very 
difficult to get it banned. ‘ 

re is hope in sight, however. 
In March 2002, Health Minister 
Anne McLellan made a series of 
changes to the Pest Products 
Control Act, including: reverse

for banning Dursban for good 

Many municipalities, however, 
are not taking their cues from 
Health Canada — they're going 
ahead and banning pesticides 
despite the green flag from the 
government. Red Deer is one such 
city. It has banned all pesticide, 
use, with the exception of biologi 
cal alternatives like Bti, preferring 
to focus on eliminating mosquito 
breeding grounds. 

Kitagawa would like to see 
Edmonton go the way of Red 
Deer, banning public and private 
pesticide use. He'd also like 
Edmonton to consider natural 
alternatives like bats, which he 
claims would happily feast on 
mosquitoes without any ill effects. 

But although Saunders seems 
keen on investigating alternatives 
to Dursban, he doesn’t sound 
ready to ban it. So until Health 
Canada decides to prohibit its use 
the City of Edmonton is going ! 
continue doing its job the only 
way it knows how, by killing mo 
quitoes with government 
approved pesticides. 4

Mike Ruppert unearths the conspiracy 
behind 9-11

IF THE ABSENCE OF THE X-FILES HAS 
ripped a hole in your conspiracy- 
loving soul, you might want to 
attend Mike Ruppert’s The Truth 
and Lies of 9-11 this Saturday. The 
former LAPD narcotics investiga- 
tor will be debunking the official 
government account of the events 
of September 11th, and the truth is 
much scarier than fiction. 

“This is just the beginning of a 
deluge,” says Ruppert of the 
recent admissions by the Bush 
administration that it mishandled 
pre-September 11 intelligence 
reports. “I know this information 
is back there and so do many 
other seasoned reporters who 
have investigated intelligence 


operations. This is just the tip of 
the iceberg.” 

“The Bush administration’s 
position is extremely weak and 
won't bear the slightest amount of 
scrutiny. For example, the Bush 
administration has said clearly 
that [they] had no indication of 
any kind that airliners would be 
used as weapons, and that is a 
patent lie.” 

Ruppert, who self-publishes the 
From The Wilderness (FTW) “insid- 
er” newsletter, bases his accusa- 
tions on a “tested strategy of 
using only government docu- 
ments, official statements or veri- 
fiable press reports.” Many of the 
documents he receives are posted 
on his website (www.copvcia. 
com), including an ignored 
German intelligence report warn- 
ing of an airplane hijacking plot to 
destroy prominent Israeli and 
American symbols. 

Ruppert’s a guy who'd make 
the Lone Gunmen proud. In 1992 





he was labeled “the most danger- 
ous man in America” by People 
magazine, and for good reason. 
According to his press kit, he was 
thrown off the police force, placed 
under surveillance and even shot 
at on several occasions after 
uncovering CIA operations fund- 
ed by heroin. In fact, the last few 
years of Ruppert’s life read a lot 
like an episode of the X-Files. 

“It has not been easy,” he 
explains. “Our offices have been 
burglarized. We have had three 
serious hackings of our website. 
We have had microwave weapons 
targeted at our offices and we 
have documented that. We have 
measured electromagnetic impuls- 
es and gamma radiation in the 
office that’s rendered us nauseous. 
It's turned off computers, it’s dis- 
oriented us. My laptop computer 
was stolen out of my hotel room 
in Sydney, Australia. And one 
employee here was placed under 
surveillance so bad that he quit.” 

But sometimes there's a payoff. 
In 1996, after much persistence, 
Ruppert was given an opportuni- 
ty to confront CIA Director John 
Deutch on national television. 
Deutch’s inability to refute 
Ruppert’s claims supposedly cost 
the government official a guaran- 
teed appointment as secretary of

FOR THE LAST TIME, THE FRENETICS 
are not a mod band. If you’re 
planning on getting primped and 
drycleaning your three-piece suit 
for their show on Tuesday, you‘re 
gonna end up disappointed. Or 
impressed, if your mind’s open 
enough. 

The Montreal-based band has 
had this labelling curse through- 
out its life as a band. In other 
cities, they’ve been billed as punk 
rock, “old school,” and even “new 
wavers.” Reviewers of their full- 
length album have described them 
as indie rock, emo, and even pop- 
punk akin to Blink-182 and 
Scientology-rockers Sum 41. 

“For us we play a pretty wide 
variety of shows, because we 
don’t do one exact same thing,” 
says Malcolm Bauld, lead gui- 
tarist. “We play with hardcore 
bands, with streetpunk bands, 
with pop bands. It’s just another 
indication that people’s percep- 
tions of music are completely dif- 
ferent. It’s also sort of reassuring 
too. I guess just the fact that if 
you're creating music, you always 
know that different people are 
going to interpret it different 
ways, and you'll never be able to 
account for it all. That's part of 
what makes music special.” 

To Edmonton fans, they’re infa- 
mous as a mod band. On their last 
visit, that was barely enough to 
attract 20 people, but now that the 
mod wave has crested in our city, 
they’re receiving top billing. But 
they’re still not a mod band. 

“It’s not like we're against that 
or anything; it’s not something 
we're totally focused on. We 
never coasted on it,” says Bauld, 
who describes the Frenetics as 
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straightforward ‘70s punk mixed 
with ‘90s indie rock. “When 
you're a band that plays original 
music, when you get grouped into 
certain sounds, it can be beneficial 
or negative. To be honest, I can’t 
see it that much at all.”

Haneke’s The Piano Teacher could 
hardly be called charming. But it 
is compelling. Cutting right to the 
point, it features a scene in which 
a shut-in piano professor muti- 
lates her genitals with a razor 
blade, blood dripping down the 
bathtub wall. In another scenario, 
she pees outside the car door of a 
young, couple shagging at a drive- 
in, chased off like a wet coyote 
when discovered. 

Erika Kohut, played with deadly 
coolness by Isabelle Huppert, is, 
you can see by her behaviour, 
deeply sexually screwed up. She is 
naive in many ways, but could 
teach Ron Jeremy a thing or two 
about how to really get off. And, 
though her tastes match that of the 
raunchiest of European porn, 
there is something allegorical 
floating about. Her sexuality 
shines a harsh light on what's 
missing in her life. 

Consider her situation: she lives 
with her abusive, manipulative 
mother (Annie Girardot), and her 
father, victim of madness, is 
locked away in an institution, 
dead to her. By day, she almost 
joylessly teaches piano to young 
geniuses, verbally raping better 
performances out of them. If this 
were an American film, it would 
be all about how she meets a reck- 
less young man, Walter Klemmer 
(Benoit Magimel), and how he 
draws her heart out into the open. 


She would become nicer to he: 
students, one of them with no 
hands would win a big competi 
tion and Pat Morita would do 
frozen flying kick in the air ove: 
her piano to a Trooper anthem 
roll credits. 

Thank Muhammed for the 
Europeans, though. Huppert do« 
indeed meet Walter, a tremen 
dously attractive blond rascal who 
falls over her magnetism like an 
invisible pug. They engage in 
cocktail debate over Schubert 
argue about playing style and 
motivation, but the tension 
between them is high voltage and 
the shocks come quick. One of the 
wonderful things about this film i 
how icky scenes of “normal” se» 
are, and how engagingly com- 
posed, for example, Erika’s walk 
through a typical shopping centre 
into a video peep-show booth is 
In the foreground from the mall- 
rats and masturbators, she is an 
icon of pure purpose: to fill her 
aching void. Once in the booth she 
selects from various sex scenes — 
which we shockingly are shown 
—an upside-down blow job. 
Actual hardcore, mind you. But 
this is also the first time we've 
seen her relax, amid these cummy 
images, buried in rubber. 

Erika doesn’t know what love !s;

LIKE EVERYTHING ELSE, THE TASK OF 
conjuring up scary political 
thrillers has been made a lot trick- 
ier by the 2001 World Trade 
Center attacks. No movie has yet 
had the guts to admit what hap- 
pened, so how do you handle a 
movie like The Sum of All Fears, an 
’80s-style story of nuclear 
brinkmanship? 

There was reason to believe The 
Sum of All Fears could be a good, 
even awesome movie. That reason 
was Phil Alden Robinson, who 
made Field of Dreams and the over- 
looked little comedy thriller 
Sneakers. 

Both those films had the sense, 
from the get-go, that the guy mak- 
ing the movie really knew what 
he was doing. The dialogue was 
clever, the scenes got you interest- 
ed right away, and everything 
built up to cool, memarable 
sequences. 

And if any movie cried out for a 
calm, competent hand at the direc- 
tor’s tiller, it’s The Sum of All Fears, 
contorting itself left and right to 
find a way to be interesting to 
today’s audience, who have seen 
worse come to life in front of their 
eyes. So, for example; it breaks 
from the other Jack Ryan movies

Unfortunately, though, since so 
most part — doesn't recognize gay unions, there 
aren't exactly a whole lot of stats on how long gay 
men are staying together 

| did come across some research done by Dot 
Wojakowski through McGill University’s Student 
Health Services 

According to her research, between 40 and 60 
per cent of gay men are in steady relationships 
Wojakowski believes that these figures are proba- 
bly even higher because men in long-term rela- 
tionships tend to be older, and less likely to go to 
bars where these stats were recorded 

Again, it's hard to judge how long these part- 
nerships last, given the lack of “proper” marriage 
records, The few studies about older gay men 
have shown that relationships lasting longer than 
20 years are common. 

Another study compared the rate of break-up 
between a variety of couples — including lesbian 
and gay couples, and cohabitating and married 
heterosexuals — over an 18-month period. For all 
of the couples that had been together for more 
than 10 years, the rate. of break-up was: six per 
cent for lesbians, four per cent for gay men, and 
four per cent for married couples. In other words 
there isn't much difference whether you're 
straight or gay when it comes to relationship 
endurance 

So, despite the stereotype that all gay men are 
interested in a quick blowjob in a public toilet and 
a quick wank in a public park, there are plenty of 
gay men in committed relationships. They just 
may not be hitting the bars. 

But like straight folk who always write to me 
complaining that they hate going to bars and who 
are looking for other places to meet people, there 
are, in fact, plenty of places to meet gay men 
beyond the bar scene. This very paper has a list- 
ing in the back devoted to clubs and gay events 
that you can check out.
